Claims 19, 25, 35-37, and 49 are, drawn to a copper alloy consisting of 
Zn, Sn, C, Si, Ni, Mg, B, and Cu, classified in class 420, subclass 479+. 

IV. Claims are, drawn to a copper alloy consisting of Zn, Sn, C, Si, and Cu, 
classified in class 420, subclass 490+. 

V. Claims 21 , 27, 41-43, and 51 are, drawn to a copper alloy consisting of 
Zn, Sn, C, Mg, and Cu, classified in class 420, subclass 494+. 

VI. Claims 22, 28, 44-46, and 52 are, drawn to a copper alloy consisting of 
Zn, Sn, C, Ni, and Cu, classified in class 420, subclass 485+.
